FORT SIMPSON PATROL. 


_Inspt. Routledge returned from his 
patrol to Fort Simpson on Saturday 
last, having made the 1,100 mite trip 
to Fort Simpson and return, in all 
2,200 ~miles, by dog train in three 
months and ten days. Taking into 
consideration the number oi days 
necessarily laid over and the weight 
t . . . 

of mail and supplies carried, makes 
the time made on the trip highly 
cre‘litable. 

Tne patrol, consisting of Insp. 
Routledge, Staff.-Sergt. Hetherington 
and dog drivers, Wm. and Archie 
Rowland, left Fort Saskatchewan on 
the 16th of December and ‘arrived at 
the Landing on the 19th ieaving 
again on the 21st. McMurray was 
reached on the 5th of Jan. and left 
on the 7th, and Chipewyan was reach- 
ed on the 12th and left on the 15th. 
On the 19th the patrol arrived at 
Smith’s landing and the 20th at 
Fort Smith, Jeaving there on the 
21st for Fort Resolution which was 
reached on the 25th. After a two 
days rest there they proceeded to Hay 
river, arriving there cn the 29th, and 
leaving on the 30th. Fort Providence 
was reached on the 31st of Jan., the 
92 miles from Hay river to Pro- 
vidence, by the winter trail, being 
covered in two days. Fort Providence 
was left on the 2nd, and Fort Simp- 
son, at the mouth of the Liard, the 
end of the patrol, was reached on the 
7th of February. On the 10th the 
patrol started back on the return 
journey, arriving at Fort Saskatche- 
wan, as stated above, on the 26th 
inst. Wm. and Archie Rowland re- 
mained at Resolution and two native 
Grivers, well accustomed to the coun- 
try, continued from there to Fort 
Simpson.

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YUKON RAILWAY. 
Ottawa, March 22, ’98. 

Contrary to expectation the Yukon 
railway bill, which held the house so 
long on its second reading, passed the 
committee stage at railroad speed. It 
was confidently expected that as the 
discussion oa the second reading had 
taken weeks, that -on the clauses in 
committee might easily take months, 
In preparetion for this Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier had announced that until the 
bill was disposed of the private mem- 
ber’s days as well as government days 
would be occupied in the discussion 
of the clauses. Instead of days, weeks 
or months only part of an afternoon 
was needed and that was occupied by 
amendments proposed by the govern- 
merit in accordance with a sunple- 
mentzry agreement entered into late 
in February. The amendments were 
in detail rather than in principle and 
did not remove or even materially 
reduce the principal objectionable 
features. Those opposed to the bill 
apparently took the view that the 
principles involved were so objection- 
able that no amendment of the details 
could be made that would render it 
evea moderately acceptable, and there- 
fore there was no use wasting further 
time on it. 

It is now before the senate and 
there is considerable discussion as to 
its probable fate there. The Globe 
is exhausting every resource of sophis- 
try, cajolery and threats to secure the 
passage of the bill by the senate, but 
the Globe’s threats are not given any 
more weight than its assumption of 
patriotism or fair play. With each 
new outburst of the Globe, even the 
most loyal liberals are realizing more 
and more clearly that its only title to 
be consicered a liberal paper is the 
liberality with which it is prepared to 
support the transfer of the money 
and resources of the country to its 
friends, and the friends of its friends 
to the forty-second degree. Its latest 
effort is a report of trouble in the 
White pass, started to scare the 
senate into passing the Stikine rail- 
way bill as a war measure—es though 
that route is any more free from the 
possibility of being blocked by an arm- 
ed force than the White or Chilkoot 
passes. What the senators will do 
no cue can tell yet. The most shame- 
Jess lobby ever carried on in counec- 
tien with the Canadian parliament is 
now in progress amongst the senators. 
Mackenzie & Mann and men who are 
in their pay, haunt the corridors and 
private rooms of the senate day in 
and day out. The rich senators, 
whether induced by a fellow-feeling, 
or by the promise of a share in the 
spoils, are bringing all their force to 
bear ujon their poorer colleagues, so 
that although on its merits the bill 
would scarcely get more than a re- 
spectiul hearing in the senate, it is 
now conceded that if it is defeated it 
will only be by a narrow majority. 

To-day a number of the senators, 
members and others heard the views 
of the delegation sent by the Yukon 
miners to protest against the mining 
regulations, on the Yukon railway 
deai as it affected the miners, both as 
to transportation and mining rights. 
The members of the delegation are 
Messrs, Wills, Laudreville and Liver- 
nash, representing the English-Cana- 
dians, French-Canadian and Ameri- 
can elements of the population, re- 
spectively. Wills was medical officer 
to the mounted police force, and 
resigned to come ont on the deputa- 
tion. Laudreville is a practical miner 
of wide experience, and Livernash is 
a newspaper man sent up last season 
by the San Francisco Examiner, who 
at first decided to remain in the 
country as a practical miner and after- 
wards having been selected by a 
miner’s committee, came out as one 
of the delegates. He was the princinal 
spokesman, and certainly hij know- 
ledge of the facts seemed to be full 
and accurate and his presentation of 
them most masteriy. 


As to the transportation question 
Le pointed out that the great need 
of the country was impreved and 
cheapened transport, but he held 
that transportation would not be 
improved and cheapened over the 
proposed route to an extent that 
would warrant the terms under which 
the railway link was being built. 
Owing to the late opening of Teslin 
lake and the early closing of the 
Stikine the railway was only ayail- 
able for five months in the year ; not 
much longer than the all water route 
by St. Michael’s ; not so suitable for 
the transport of unlimited quantities 
of freight ; and giving no assurance 
of cheaper freight than the &t. 
Michael’s route. During the seven 
months of closed navigation it would 
not be of any use, even for getting 
out of the country, as the sea at Dyea 
was mich nearer Dawson than the 
Teslia lake end of this proposed rail- 
way, and the distance from the 
northern end of the ralway to Daw- 
son precluded the possibility of freight- 
ing from the end of the track to 
Dawson on the ice. Mr. Livernash

within winter freighting distance of 
Dawson. 

The mauner in which the rights of 
the miners were affected by the grant 
to Mackenzie ¢> Mann was dealt with 
very fully. A map cf the Klondike 
district was shown, on which was 
laid out five of the tracts granied to 
Mackenzie & Mann, showing that 
with only that smail number of the 
tracts so granted three-fourths of the 
Klondike district so far as known 
would be either held by the railway 
contractors or reserved by the govern- 
ment; leaving only one-fourth for the 
free miner out of the royalty on whose 
gold it was expected the governmental 
machinery of the Yukon would be 
supported. Although the creek claims 
in the Klondike were,all staked there 
remained a very large number of 
valuable bench claims which had not 
been located, partly because of the 
difficulty of working them without 
co-operation in getting water to them, 
and partly because they had not been 
sufficiently prospected to warrant 
their being recorded by individual 
miners. Haif of these would now 
become the property of Mackenzie & 
Mann if they chose, with all the 
timber on them, which was an absolute 
necessity to the miner as fuel to thaw 
out the frozen ground. The owner- 
sip of the timber in such a district 
as the Klondike was a fortune in 
itself, to the railway men and a cor- 
responding tax on the working miner. 
As a miner has only a right to one 
claim in a district he must satisfy 
himself by actual work as to the 
presence of gold in quantities before 
he will be warranted in entering for a 
claim. This knowledge cannot be 
acquired except by weeks or months 
of labor. Therefore Mackenzie & 
Mann will have aequired the right to 
make their first selection cf lands 
before the miners going in this season 
can possibly have secured their claims 
by actual prospecting. And once 


Mackenzie & Mann stake their loca- | 


tion, as far as the present bill provides, 
the prospectors who may have spent 
months in attempting to find out 
whether their claims are worth re- 
cording or not lose their right abso- 
lutely to Mackenzie & Mann. Even 
when the prespector has recorded his 
claim, if he comes within one of Mac- 
kenzie & Mann’s tracts he must de- 
pend upon them for right of access to 
his claim. They asserted that under 
such conditions prospecting would 
practically cease, and mining develop- 
ment would practically be confined 
to Mackenzie & Mann’s properties. 
They also pointed out at some length 
that the claims allowed free miners 
were not large enough to give recom 
for the dams, sluice boxes and dump- 
ing ground necessary to their proper 
working. That instead of being only 
250 feet in length they should be 
500 feet in length, as they were last 
year before the issue of the new 
regulations, which at first reduced 
them to 100 feet. It was also point- 
ed out that without a more elaborate 
survey than was contemplated in the 
bill or was practicable at any reason- 
able expense, it was impossible for 
the free miner to be sure that he was 
on unreserved land. 


It is to be regretted that the ex- 
pesition of facts by the delegation had 
not been made public at an earlier 
date as it might have had some effect 
on the discussion in the commons. 
These men made a most unpleasant, 
dangerous and costly trip as the 
accredited representatives of the people 
of that part of the Dominion which 
is to-day attracting most strongly the 
attention of the world. It seems 
strange that instead cf being sought 
for by the government and members 
of both houses they had to almost 
force themselves and their cause upon 
the attention of the senate at such a 
late stage in the game. It is partic- 
ularly strange in view of the repeat- 
ed assertions by members of the gov- 
ernment during the discussion on the 
bill, and during the presence of these 
men in Ottawa, of an utter lack of 
knowledge as to the value of the 
region and as to the conditions under 
which its development was being 
carried on. ;

FROM FORT SIMPSON. 


chief factor of the Hudson's Bay Co., 
the Maekenzie river district, 
arrived in town from his post last 
Saturday and leaves this week for 
Winnipeg.

Mr, Camsell has at present in | 
is employ a man named Irving, who 
in 1895 established Toad river post | 
since abandoned) for the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. Irviag when building his | 
house at the Toad river post took 
mud from the river bank, with which 
to build his‘tchimney, and after the mud 
had dried and burnt he noticed thin 
threads of gold running through it. 
It was this incident which, coming to 
the ears of Messrs. Wright and Pelly, 
decided them in taking the Liard 
route in preference to continuing 
lown the Mackenzie. Two of Mr. 
Camsell’s sons accompanied them, to- 
gether with some Indian boatmen, 
who on returning met the Stephen- 
Howey party and brought the mail 
which they had left at Fort Liard and 
which came in sometime ago with the 
H. B. Co. packet. No word has been 
heard of the parties since as the 
Indians do not travel in the winter, 
and that would be their only means 
of communication. _ The parties who 
went on down the Mackenzie have 
not been heard of as no packet or 
messengers came up since winter set 
in. The packet will come up from 
ihe lower forts to Fort Simpson some 
time during March. 

In reply to the question as to the 
kind of boat most suitable for use on 
the northern rivers, Mr. Camse!l 
strongly recommended the use of a 
flat bottomed boat, pointed at both 
ends and not too heavy, something in 
the style of the York boats now used 
by the company. The great difficulty 
with a large number of the boats now 
in use by prospectors is that they are 
so large as to be unwieldy and too 
heavy to be easily tracked up stream. 

This is Mr. Camsell’s first visit to 
the outer world for seven years and 
the purpose of his present trip is to 
confer with the commissioner of the 
company in Winnipeg regarding in- 
creased transport service in the north 
and to also arrange for supplying the 
Yukon trade at their northern posts.

MORE GOLD SEEKERS, 


Detroit, Mich., March 19.—The 
Michigan Northern Mining Company, 
incorporators Dr. W..J. Lister, Earl H. 
Sargent, and (. A. Howell, all Detroit 
men, has a capital stock of $25,000 in 
$25 shares, all of which are held by 
members of an exploring party which 
will be sent out by the company in 
about two weeks to prospect for gold 
in the valley of the Peel river, Can- 
adiai. Northwest Territories. The 
equipment of the party will consist of 
a sectionalized steel boat which is now 
being built in Detroit after an original 
model furnished by one of the com- 
pany. ‘The boat will be 36 feet long, 
weight about 2,500 pounds, and a 2- 
floor draught, when carrying about 12 
tons. It will be propeiled at the rate 
of 10 miles en hour by an engine of 
16 horse power weighing only about 
300 peunds. The boat itself is in 12 
transverse sections, which can be easily 
carried across the porteges. Besides 
the boat the party will be equipped 
with hydraulic elevator engines and 
boiler, a small dynamo, dredging appa- 
retus, drilling tools, a small portable 
saw mill, and the usual prospecting 
outfit. Provisions sufficient to last the 
party two years will betaken. Aiso a 
steck of drugs. A practical assayer 
and mining engineer forms one of the 


party.

ANOTHER ROUTE TO THE 
KLONDIKE. 


Among all the agitations for a road 
to the Kjondike I have looked in vain 
to see if some one would not mention 


what to me looks like the most prac- 
ticable and by far the easiest over- 
land or even combination route to the 
gold fields. Does no one remember 
that Vermilion on the Peace river is 
a flourishing agricultural settlement 
and about 400 miles nearer the land 
of the yellow metal than Edmonton. 
It is surrounded by a beautiful coun- 
try on all sides and capable of sus- 
taining a large population. Probably 
as a grazing section it is equal to any 
part of the Territories. It is very 
easily reached from Edmonton via 
Athabasca Landing and frem thénce 
to Wabascaw. I am told that pack 
horses cover this last distance in three 
days and that the trail is susceptible 
of improvement, of this I cannot 
speak from personal knowledge. From 
Wabascaw, to Vermilion via the 
Loon, river is from four to six days, 
by canoe, accurding to the stage of 
water, with no interruption to navi- 
gation except one or two slight rapids 
which can be safely run. The Loon 
river discharges into the Peace one 
day below Vermilion. From this 
point northwest 80 miles to the Hay 
river is mostly prairie and there is a 
good trail which could be easily made 
into a wagon road by widening it for 
about 15 miles. The Hay river being 
reached, can be ascended in the same 
general direction to the divide be- 
tween it and the eastern branch of 
the Liard where the Indians portage 
their bark canoes a distance of about 
11 miles and a descent is made to the 
main branch of the Liard. 


A road should be built through 
this section for the following reasons: 


It would open up a good agricultural 
and stock country for 600 miles be- 
tween Wabascaw and the Liard river; 

It is a level route, no mountain 
ranges te cross and no deep ravines 
to traverse as the general level of the 
country is only about 100 feet or less 
above the river ; 

The streams are not rapid and 
dangerous to cross or to navigate, as 
they are near the mountains ; 

The route has abundance of feed 
for both summer and winter travel. 
The snow is never deep, nor hard, as 
it is liable to be on the foot hills or 
near the mouatains. Horses can be 
used nearly clways, summer or winter; 

There is less rocky soil and less 
muskeg than on any other route; 
fresh supplies in provisions could be 
procured at Vermilion much cheaper 
than they can be carried ; 

It will probably prove to be the 
shortest way, for from Vermilion to 
the Mountain pass on the Liard is 
a direct route. Indians from that 
section come here to trade. 


It would be the cheapest route to 
open as aroad. The river here has a cur- 


rent from two to three miles an hour, 
according to the stage of water, and 
can always be crossed safely with 
animals. I have probably swum 
animals across this river a hundred 
time and never lost one. To cross the 
same waters near the mountains 
necessitates crossing the Smoky river, 
the Peace, two branches of the Batile 
river and their numerous tributaries. 
They are nearly all rapid and in 
ravines from 500 to 1,000 feet below 
the general levei of the country. Four 
and five feet of snow is not uncom- 
mon in winter and snow storms cf a 
foot or two sometimes occur in sum- 
mer. In winter the distance from 
Vermillion to Dawson City could be 
covered in less than five weeks with 
dogs. 

For these reasons and many others 
that might be stated, not the least of 
which is that should the mineral re- 
sources of the country fail in any 
fature time the expense put upon this 
route would never be lost as it wo»ld 
have opened. up to settlement a section 
well worthy the attention of home- 
seekers. 

We would therefore urge that this 
route be take into serious censidera- 
tion, and thata less practicable route 
be not too quickly chosen. I am 
speaking of this section after a re- 
sidence here of nineteen years.

VERMILION, PEACE RIVER. 


Epitor BULLETIN. 

Dear Sir: It is not often that 
your readers are favored with 
anything from this part of the 


north. Very few, I suppose, know | 


that the largest settlement of pro- 
gressive people, (to distinguish our- 
selves from the indians) between the 
environs of Edmonton and the Klon- 
dike, is Vermilion on the Peace river, 
midway between Smoky river and 
Chipewyan and very nearly due north 
of Edmonton. 

We have just forwarded a petition 
for a government mail service quarter- 
ly, to our esteemed friend Mr. Oliver, 
member for Alberta and the north, to 
present for us, containing 136 name3 
of adult residents and settlers and 
including school children capable of 
writing. Probably there is no other 
place in the Dominion of equal popu- 
lation which is so destitute and so 
needy of a reliable mail service. Woe- 
ful tales might be told of our ex- 
periences in this matter, but we for- 
bear hoping the progressive govern- 
ment of the present will come to our 
relief now that they have been form- 
ally asked by the community. 

Our winter has been a very fine one 
indeed; very little severe cold,no severe 
storms. or high winds. Fur is a 
medium catch, and the Indians have 
been in no great want. 

The farmers have their threshing 
about done. The grain is a very good 
sample though the yield was light. 
Very little rain fell in this section 
during last summer and the grass- 
hoppers were numerous. Snow is 
now about 18 inches deep in the bush. 
Stock is all doing well. Horses are 
fat on the prairies. Some cattle were 
grazing till the first of January. 

A large new Roman Catholic church 
is being commenced. We have now 
two churches, two schools, two grist 
and one saw mull, and improved 
agricultural machinery is not scarce. 

Some parties arrived here late in 
the fall en route to the Klondike and 
are passing the winter here. This 
will doubtless become quite an object- 
ive point for the Yukon, even by 
parties coming via Smoky river, as the 
Peace is so easily descended to this 
point and it offers such good facilities 
for getting oft from here to the Liard.
